"If the request of 
the conference 


committee of managers of the Associa- 
tion of Railway Executives were grant- 
ed," said Mr. Jewell, "and the national 
agreement abrogated by decision of the 
board, re.manding the subject matter of 
rules and working conditions to the re- j 
speclive railroads and committees of 
their employes for conference on indi- 
vidual lines, the employes conference 
committee on e.ich railroad would nec- 
essarily be composed cf at least one 
man from each craft at each point on 
the railroad. For the 107 roads listed 
the figures show that the services of 
5.158 cominitteemen would be required 
at a total daily expense of $60.700 and a 
total expense for 90 days of $5,!)18,442, 
besides additional expenses.

Cardinal Gibbons, who had been show- 


ing pronounced signs of improvement in 
health ever since his return home last 
January 10 from Union Mills, Maryland, 
where he was taken seriously ill in De- 
cember, suffered a relapse Palm Sun- 
day ^evening soon after returning from 
an automobile ride. The sudden change 
of weather, which brought unseasonably 
high temperatures, had a distressing ef- 
fect upon him. His fainting s]*ells re- 
turned and when he was put to bed, it 
was realized by those closest to him, 
he probably never again would arise. 


Cardinal Gibbons' physicians said re- 


peatedly in the earlier stages of his ill- 
ness that he was sound, organically, as 
could be expected in a person 
of his 


years, but that he suffered from the ef- 
fects of his age and from fatigue that 
resulted fi;om the prodigal expenditure 
of his energies in the performance of 
his duties as senior prelate of the Cath- 
olic church in this country. 


Although not of robust build, 
the 


cardinal enjoyed remarkably good health 
and his close associates often marveled 
at his capacity for work, his tireless in- 
dustry and- reo'.ipcrative powers.

Cardinal Gibbons was born in Balti- 


more July 23, 1834 and was educated in 
Ireland. 
He returned to the United 
States in 1848, and in 1S55 entered St. 
Charles college, Maryland. Two years 
later he was transferred to St. Mary's 
seminary, Ualtimore. 
He was then 


made pastor of St. Bridget's Canton 
(suburb of Baltimore), later holding- the 
position of private secretary to Arch- 
bishop Spalding, chancellor of the arch- 
diocese, and assistant chancellor at the 
Second Plenary Council of the Ameri- 
can Roman Catholic church, held at Bal. 
timore in 1866. He • was made vicar 
apostolic of North Carolina, with rank 
of and the title of bishop, in 1868; coad- 
jutor archbishop of Baltimore in 1877; 
succeeding- to the see in that year, and 
presided at the third national council at 
Baltimore in 1884, when he was nomi- 
nated. On .Tune 30.188G, he was invest- 
ed with the princely insignia.

Every home garden that has fruits, 
should have at least a few plants of one j 
of the everJbeanng sorts, such as St. I 
Regis, Ranjere or LaFrance. 
All of 
these are deh'cious in flavor—real rasp- 
berries! 
Raspberries are not difficult to grow. 


They will thrive in any good garden soil 
In fact, when once established, they 
"grow like weeds." 


It is, strangely enough, because they 
grow so easily that so many people f.ul 
to get first quality fruit from them In 
many home gardens, the old canes are 
allowed to remain in the p.itch, and 
the new ones are all left to grow, with 
the inevitable result that they become 
so crowded that the individual berries. 
and the crop, are very small. 
Over 


crowding Is just as fatal to raspberry 
plants as it is to lettuce or anything 
else grown in the home garden. 
There must be PLENTY of room for 
each individual plant to develop if sat- 
isfactory results are to be secured. 
To start a raspberry patch now that 


will give fruit this summer and fall. 
and an abundant crop next year, begin 
by selecting a. place in your garden 
•where your cane fruits, which will re- 
main for many years, will be iea-t in 
the way of the vegetable garden. Even 
If thern is considerable shade, that \\-iU 
not make much difference: but of course 
they should not be planted very close 
to big trees which would rob the soil of 
plant food and of moisture which are ! 
needed in abundance to produce a good 
crop of berries. Figure on setting the I 
planfts about two feet apart 
They may 


be placed along a fence or used to form 
a hedge of themselves. 
If more than J 


one row wall be required, make the rows 
about fSix feet apart. Even if so few as 
a dozen or two plants can be set out. 
the result will be well worth while. And 
If it is desired to increase the planting 
later on, it is an easy matter to get 
plants for this purpose by taking up the 
little shoots which will come up quite 
thickly around the base of the old 
plants. There will be plenty 01 room 
to grow vegetables between the newly 
set berry plants, during the first part 
Of th« season. 
Having selected a place, and estimat- 


ed about how many plants you can ac- 
commodate, ORDER YOUR PLANTS. 
IMMEDIATELY. The sooner you can 
get them set into the ground, after the 
frost is out in the spring, the better. 
If you order,through an agent, be sure 
you are dealing with a reliable firm 
which can be counted on to make de- 
liveries promptly when promised. 
A3 to varieties, there are several 
good ones besides the "everbearing" 
ones described above. Among the toes: 
are King, early; Columbian, mid-season, 
and ^Cumberland, a fine "black-cap." 
Prepare the Ground in Advance. 
While you are waiting for the plants 


to arrive, the ground where they are to 
be put may be made ready for planting. 
Even though the plants are to be set 
several feet apart, it is much better to 
dig up thoroughly the entire strip where 
they are to be set. If manure is vailable 
apply a moderate dressing before dig- 
ging. As all fruits require a good deal 
of potash, in order to produce the best 
crops, rake m, after digging, a generous 
application of wood ashes if they can be 
obtained. 
Tihs advance preparation will leave 


the soil in such good condition, that it 
will toe the work of but half an hour or 
when they are received,—and the <?oon- 
so to set a considerable number of plants 
er they can be gotten into the soil. 
after the arrive, the better 
However, 


should the plants have to be held for a 
while before you get a chance to set 
them out, do not leave them even for a 
day in their original packages, but take 
them out and "heel them in;" that is, 
dig a hole or a trench big enough to 
hold the roots so they can have moist 
soil packed in closely about them until I 
they can be set out. If it is necessary ' 
to leave them for several days, and the 
weather is bright and windy, it may be 
necessary to water them To make sure 
that they dp not dry out. 


In planting, trim any straggling, 


broken or bruised roots, and dig a hole 
that is plenty big enough to take the 
bail of roots which remain without their 
having to be crowded in. A couple of 
handfulls of bone meal (or better still, 
bone meal and tankage mixed half and 
half,) to each plant, will be well worth 
while as it will insure a much quicker,' 
stronger start. 
j 


After planting, cut the canes back to 


within a few inches of the ground to | 
force the growth of the new sprouts 
which will bear the first crop of fruit. ' 


It is desirable, if space is limited to 


keep the plants restricted to the space 
allotter them.

which has been neglected, and no longer j 
gives satisfactory results, it can be very 
quickly brought back into good shape 
by the following treatment: 
First: cut out ALL the old dead canes 
clear back to the ground. Next, cut out 


adding a good top-dressing of bone meal 
—a snvill handful to each clump of 
canes. As soon as the new leaves start, 
£ive a light application of Nitrate of 
Soda—a handful to five to ten feet of 
row. Work the soil over two or three 
times at intervals of about ten days so 
as to be surv to get out all the weeds, 
sod and so forth which may have es- 
caped the flirst digging up.

Why plant shrube only forsummer? 
Perhaps the thought never came to you 
but it is quite possible to have the home 
grounds cheerful and gay, even though 
a blanket of snow may cover the lawn 
and tne flower beds. That is one of 
the advantages which shrubs have over 
all other plants. If you make the pro- 
per .selection, it is easy to have coldr 
in th'e garden all the year through. One 
way to do this is to Include some ever- 
green shrubs like retinosporas, yews 
arid rhododendrons:\ but another and 
cheaper way is to choose shrubs which 
have attractive fruits . following the 
flowers. , 
. - . . . , . . 


It isn't always that shrubs producing 


brilliant berries can also boast showy 
flowers-, but a few kinds can be includ- 
ed for their fruits alone, prominent 
among them being the chokeberry (Ar- 
onia or Pyrus arbutifolia,) the coral- 
berry or, as you may call it, the Indian 
Currant, and the black ad'ler (Ilex ver- 
ticil'lata) the common name of which 
aomoetimes misleads people, because 
the .berries are not black but red. These 
shrubs while not at all new are not 
planted as freely as they deserve, for 
they, are exteremely ornamental in the 
early winter. 
A delightful cousin-of the coral berry 
is -the snowberry, which makes a hand- 
some appearance in late Fall when 
scattered through the shrub border. 
Probably you know it well, for it has 
been a favorite in farm-house gardens 
for many years. The flowers are small 
but dainty, and the fruits almost as 
large as grapes, are as White as the 
snow whom which they take their name. 
These white berries .make charming, de- 
corations when c.ut in sprays and taken 
into the house. 
For a real double-purpose shrub, there" 


is nothing- to beat the highbush cran- 
berry, which is really a 'species of vi- 
burnum. It is a close relative of the 
common snowball,, tut the flowerheads 
are not round but flat and often four 
inches across. 
The flowers come in 
June or earlier, and by the end of July 
the fruits which follow begin to turn 
red, continuing to color up until they' 
are startlingly brilliant and remaining 
in good condition until Spring. 
There are several 'other, good vi- 


burnums which might well have a place 
in our list, but the withered or Viburn- 
um cassinoides, is particularly worth 
growing because of its unique fruiting 
habits. The berries are green, of course 
in the beginning1, but presently turn 
•pink ami finally change to light blue. 
Sometimes green, pink and blue .berries 
may be found on the same plant, pro- 
ducing an effect that is as delightful 
as it is unusual. The plant a!so has 
flat flower heads about three inches 
across and is a good native American, 
another recommendation. 
Blue fruited shrubs are not common, 


for which reason- I may be justified in 
mentioning Symplocos crat:iearoides, al- 
though it does not hold its fruit very 
late, partly from habit and partly be- 
cause the birds devour it With great 
gusto. 
Probably tM« shrub would be 
more popular if it had an easier name, 
but its amethyst-blue berries are very 
lovely and it grows well among other

There" Is one other; good point about 


the honeysuckles which I must 'not 
overlook. 
Ttyeir leaves are very per- 
sistent, remaining on -the branches lat- 
er than those of almost any other shrub 
which is not truly evergreen in the 
North. Last Christmas 1 say honey 
suckl<*3 in the Arnold Arboretum near 
Boston, -the foliage of which was just 
as green as H had been In the middle 
of summer, .or at leUst it looked so in 
contrast with the snow-covered ground. 
The only, other plant* which come to 
my mind that hold their leaven nearly 
so long, are some of the" privets. And 
surely it IV a fine thing to have green 
and red, as well as black and white 
In the garden in mid-winter. 
Some of the roses adorn the .garden 
in wirtter as well as in summer', if the 
owner is not in too much of a hurry 
to cut them down. The fruit of Kosa 
Uugosa, the Japanese brier rose, is 
very ornamental', and so' is that of 
Kosa multiflora and Kosa blanda. Some 
of; the climbing roses, too, Hiawatha 
boing an example, -produce numerdus 
red "hips," to use the botanical name 
fdr rose fruits. 


Possibly the hawthorns are more pro- 
perly classed as trees than as shrubs, 
yet many of them are not very large 
when full grown and prove a great 
adornment to any garden. The fact is 
that the -buying public has never come- 
to fully realize the v.alue xjf the thorn 
of .which this country has a great num- 
ber. Both the AYashington Thorne and 
the Cockspur Thorn have delightful 
white flowers and great quantities of 
brilliant scarlet miniture apples, which 
stay on the t>rariches\;iinti'l late in the 
winter; the Scarlet Thorn is another 
good kind, with large fruits, and well 
adapted for forming screens. For that 
matter, most of the Thorn Apples make 
good screens or hedges, especially if the 
,ownf;r desires to keep out intruders', 
whether man or beast, for the- barbs 
with wWtch the branches are supplied 
are very strong and very sharp. 
The 
best time to set out or transplant the 
hawthorns is in the spring, when they 
are miieh easier to 'handle with success 
than in the fall. 


Perhaps you know the Strawberry- 
bush, which is clothed w£th scarlet ber- 
ries in the fall? Similar but better both 
as to foliage and fruit is the Spindle 
Tree, 
with 
the botanical name of 


Buonymu<? suropaeus. 
In the same 


family is the Winged Eurningbush, 
which is wonderfully handsome in the 
Call,, not only for its red fruit, but also 
for the brilliant crimson of the foliage. 
These different forms of the Euonymus 
are among- the most interesting shrubs 
onoe can grow. When the fruit capsuls 
open, a tiny red or orange colored ball 
is seen suspended from a minute thread 
and people are often deceived at first 
into thinking that these fruits are blos- 
soms. 
The Burning Bush is made 


doubly interesting by the fact that the 
branches are covered with a peculiar 
corklik<» bark. 
In the .same family is the running 


form of Euonymus often called the ever- 
green 
bitter-sweet, which keeps its 


leaves all winter and can be used to 
grow on walls of stone and brick like 
ivy. 
When well established it, too, has 


n the catalogues 
J as Euonpmus 


but there also are many bush honey- 
suckles, including two or three which 
are splendid double purpose shrubs. The 
Tartarian honeysuckle-, which is the 
most common, carries an abundance of 
fragrant flowers in the spring, and a 
big crop of bright- red fruit in the Fall. 
Even better perhaps is the species list- 
ed in your catalogue as Lonicera Mor- 
rowi, which flowers and fruits in much 
the same way, hut makes a rather more 
symmetrical and handsome bush. Most 
Of the honeysuckles need plenty of 
room and pretty rich ground to suc- 
ceed well, and yet Morrowi can be 
handled very satisfactorily as a hedge, 
although riot to be planted as thickly 
as privet or barberry- 
There are a 
number of honeysuckles not in com- 
merce which will delight the public in 
a few years from now.

Lack of Funds Is Chief 


Reason Why Efforts 


Are Not Pushed. 


Vienna.—If monarchism is to come 
to Austria it must, like Bolshevism, 
come from without. This is the opin- 
ion of men whose business it 
is to 
watch and weigh royalist activity. 


That there is royalist activity goes 


without saying. 
Carl (formerly Em- 
peror) and his followers, the little court 
of .semi and demi and near royalty and 
adventurous gentlemen of many nation- 
alities he has about him in Switzer- 
land, still intrigue and plot and per- 
haps hope. Here and in the other suc- 
cession states a portion of the old aris- 
tocracy and great land owners and mili- 
tary swashbucklers! keep up a more or 
less concealed restoration movement, 
but on the whole the monarchic senti-, 
ment is decaying. 


It dies hard because it has powerful 
support in Austria from sources that 
come into intimate contact with the 
people in their daily life, and from ex- 
terior quarters as well, but observers 
say it has lessened decidedlyin the past 
six months. 


They attribute that condition to sev- 
eral causes. The royalist leaders are, 
to say the least, hardly an enterprising- 
or very daring lot and also they are 
sensible enough to realize that even an 
anointed Hapsburg must have a treas- 
ury to successfully run a government 
and would present a sorry spectacle 
with bankrupt Austria and an estrang- 
ed Entente. Then the assiduous pro- 
paganda and teachings of the socialist 
and other liberal elements have begun 
to take effect on the great body of the 
peasantry, always considered the back- 
bone of the royalist movement. 
From this statement may be except- 


ecl the provinces of Upper Austria, the 
Tyrol and Yoralberg. According to the 
best information the monarchist move- 
ment sti'.l centers there and the mass 
of the peasant population supports it. 
This may be attributed to the fact that 


•»lhese provinces lie open not only to the 


direct efforts of the Carlist propaganda 
from Switzerland, but the equally strong 
emanations from Bavaria. 


While it has been two years of hard 


sledding for the republic as a whole and 
apparently there is a very rough road 
still ahead, the agrarian element has not 
bt-en very badly off at any time. The 
farmers have made more money than 
they can spent and none of the many j 
governments up to now have been able I 
to take any very considerable part of it 
from them by taxes. They are enjoying 
luxuries for the first time in their lives 
because they can get their own price 
for their products and altogther the j 
lessons of the new liberty are seeping i 
into the vales and hills as well as into 
the factories and mines. 


Every now and then the Vienna press _ 


gives prominence in a scary way to the j 
alleged plots of the reactionaries, to the I 
comings and goings and meetings of I 


Friederieh. in 
in Basle, of the Chamberlains Chlumec- 
ky and the Counts Berchtold. Forgatsch. 
Andrassy, Prince AVindischgratz and all 
the other worthies whose vocations and 
privileges departed when Carl fled. 


Great prominence has just now been 


given a reported joint protest by the 
Czechoslovakian and Jugoslavian gov 
rnments to the Helvetic Federal Council 
against the liberty of intrigue enjoyed 
by the Carlist refugees in Switzerland. 
The Vienna government keeps a pretty 
good watch on the group in Switzer- 
land and much of the prominence given 
their activities is said to be inspired 
by the foreign office ofr its deterrent 
effect. 


Even the formation of" a new royal- 
ist party here headed by Count Resse- 
guier and having for it avowed object 
the closer coordination of the various 
•estoration movements attracted very 
little attention. 


In fact the general belief of ^foreign 
observers here is that in Austria at 
east the activity of the. royalist has 
"or its purpose more the holding to- 
gether of their class, and the protection 
of their common interests rather than 
any real belief they can put the yel- 
ow and black banner of the House of 
iapsburg back on the Hofburg. 
Be- 
lind this, of course, lies the hope of 
:ome turn in European affdirs that 
may give them a chance, and here lies 
he danger from without.
